IOO degrees in the shade has been reached at Fort 
Yukon, Alaska, four miles north of the Arctic Circle. 
The explorer speaks of the size and beauty of 


the flowers of the north country. 
It seems that sun­ 
light is more valuable to growing things as light 
than as heat. 
He says, “ It can be shown mathe­ 
matically that the total number of hours of sunlight 
in a year (disregarding cloudiness) is at the equator 
and becomes greater (because of refraction) as you 
go north." In midsummer a plant has 13 growing 
hours out of the 24 in Texas, 14 or 15 in Minnesota, 
20 up on Great Slave Lake and 24 on Great Bear 
Lake. That gives a plant on the Arctic Circle almost 
as much growing lime in one month as its fellows 
have in two months in the southern United States. 


LUMBER MOVES BY WATER 


Steamship lines which, prior to the rail rate in­ 
crease a little over a year ago, handled less than 
1,500,000 feet of lumber through Panama Canal in 
six months, will wind up the current year with inter­ 
coastal deliveries amounting to over 175,000,000 
feet, and by spring indications are that these steam­ 
ship lines will have to add sufficient tonnage to take 
care of 50,000,000 feet a month to North Atlantic 
markets. 


Water movement

Canal was somewhat handicapped by lack of hand­ 
ling facilities on the Atlantic Coast side. 
However, 


during the past year facilities for handling lumber 
have been developed and other projects are now 
under way in Baltimore, New York and Boston, I 
which doubtless will render material aid to the Pa- j 
cific Northwest lumber industry, in permanently es­ 
tablishing its product in Atlantic Coast markets. 


It is hard to predict just what effect the new 


lumber rates announced November 20 by railroads 
to eastern points will have on the water shipments. 


Trans-continental lines have asked the Interstate 


Commerce Commission for permission to publish the 
new rates on short notice. 


While the new rates will be a benfit to the lum­ 
ber industry of the Pacific Coast, the West Coast 
Lumbermen’s association feels that they are not suf­ 
ficiently low to divert business from a water to rail 
routes.

FOR LOWER CITRUS FREIGHT 


While citrus growers have received benefits of a 


substantial nature through lowering of freight rates, 
they are entitled to a much greater reduction. 
This opinion is found in decided form throughout 


the citrus districts of California. 
The opinion is ex­ 
pressed by the Redlands Facts emphatically as fol- j 
lows: 


Redlands is to profit considerably by the reduc- 


tion announced on citrus freight rates. 
To be sure, 


the reduction is not what it should be, nor yet what 
it will be ultimately, but we can rejoice a little over 
the gain that comes. 
The railroads will reduce the 


rate IO per cent, or practically 16 cents per box. 
Redlands shipped this last season 1,530,000 


boxes of oranges. 
A saving of 16 cents per box on 


that number is $244,800, or practically a quarter of a 
million of dollars. 
TTiis coming season the crop will i 


be fully as large as it was last year, probably just a 
little larger, so we may expect a clear saving of a 
quarter of a million. 
That is a large sum of money. 
Distributed into 


the pockets of orange growers, first, and then into 
the tails of the grocers, dry goods and clothing men,* 
not to mention those who sell other articles, the dif­ 
ference spells quite a bit of prosperity for Redlands. I 


But we should not lose sight of the fact that the 


reduction is notoriously inadequate to the demands 
of the situation. 
Citrus growing is a business that i 


needs a lower freight rate than this one reduced by I 
10 per cent. 
This is a mere sop, thrown our way to ^ 


endeavor to stop a larger cut.

The best good of a city should

desire of some property owner 
to make money regardless 
of 
his neighbor. There is just as 
much chance to make money 
under the zoning law, however, 
as there Is without it, and even 
a greater one. 
Then there

question of beauty. If we want 
lo draw self-supporting outsid­ 
ers to the city as a place of 
residence, beauty attracts more 
quickly than anything else.
